AONTING THE 'SKEETER BUG,

PIEVOTEES OF THE- SPORT TO
FORM A NATIONAL SOCIETY.

pPreliminary Convention Held Without Ine
terference KFrom the Anopheles or
Any of the Allled Tribes of Culex
- Meeting Ends In Commmuters’ Flight.

Abhout one hundred determined foes of
1 mosquito, and especially of that head
Jovil among insects, the anopheles, or
nlaria mosquito, met yesterday afternoon

the rooms of the Board of Trade and
Transportation, at Fulton street and Broad-
way, and set afoot a national organization.
They assembled in pursuance of a call

w1 by numerous distinguished reformers
anl «tatesmen to hold “the first general con-
vention to consider the questions involved
in mosquito extermination.”

When Henry Clay Weeks called them to
order, it was noted that nearly all the re-
formers were present prepared to offer re-
mirks, while the statesmen, without ex-
coption, had ducked. The Hon. Franklin
Murphy, Governor of New Jersey, who was
to have presided, had to attend the Court of
Purdons, which can't do business without
bim  ‘The Hon. John Kean, Senator from
\ow Jorsey; the Hon. James Wilson, Secre-
tarv of Agriculture, and the Hon. William €.
Whitney, an ex-statesman, were all unable
t he present, but they sent letters saying
that they would stand for being known as
gnti-anophelists,

Hardly less interesting than the burning
words of the speakers, who presented the
mosquito evil in all its phases, was the
literature that was left lying around the
yoom in the hope that some of it, at least,
might not fall upon stony ground. The
most graphic contribution to this library
of tracts is found on the first page of a
pamphlet issued by the Village Improve-
ment Society of South Orange, N. J.

[t iz a series of three pictures of the same
puddle. In the first picture a female mos-
quito is seen floating airily away in the
genial sunshine of a summer afternoon.
She has just deposited from 150 to 400 egg 8
on the surface of the puddle and they are
floating, black as night, in the shadow
of some rushes. The mosquito has crossed
her legs in indolent ease, and as she wings
away she casts over her shoulder at her
offspring a look of infinite tenderness.

The second picture reads like a theatre
srogramme. It is labelled “Five days
ater.” The plot thickens. Wrigglers or
Jarvie are plainly visible in the puddle
Some are at the bottom feeding, others
are at the top breathing, and the rest
are scudding about in between.

By this time it is apparent that the out-
come of the drama depends upon whether
tha sin can dry up the puddle before
the wrigglers develop into mosquitoes.
Half the water is gone, but the wicked
still flourish, . .

Act 1I1. is entitled “The Mom&m(oen Win.”
It occurs five days fafter Act II. The pud-
dle has almost vanished but a cloud of mos-
quitoes is emerging from it and going forth
into the world to follow their mother's
example, .

I'he pictures are copyrighted by Spencer
Miller and cannot be reproduced in these
columns. They illustrate most vividly
the methods of the common enemy.

Henry Clay Weeks, in calling the con-
vention to order, drew attention to a fact
which is often overlooked—that the anti-
mosquito reform has passed beyond the
humorous stage. He referred with some-
thing like pity to the “benighted writers”
who fail to realize that the time for jesting
has gone by. It may as well be said that
most of the speakers took the same view
of the matter. There was very little mirth
in the day's an('er\ling.‘-‘ .

Tenement House Commissioner Robert
W. De Forest, who presided, tried a light
touch or two in introducing what the State
Entomoloytist described as “culologists,”
but he goc mighty little response. fore
that Mr. Weeks had headed off the obvious
joke about holding an anti-mosquito con-
“wention on the coldest day of December
by remarking that that was the best time
for it, presumably because the mosquitoes
couldn't get into the meeting and break
it up. . . .

Dr. John B. Smith, the New Jersey State
Fntomologist, who probably knows more
mosquitoes than any other living man,
sent in a paper telling about thirty-three
kinds that he had had dealings with. = Other
speakers and what tlm.v‘lal ed ubput were
Kurgeon Preston H. Bailbache, “The Ex-
termination of Mosquitoes in Houses”;

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MRS, PARKER 10 BE RETRIED.

JURY UNABLE
THE

TO AGREE
FORGERY CHARGE.
Prosecuting Attorney Offers to Imitate
the Contested Signature as Well as
Parker IMd, but the Court Won't Let
Him—""Blufr,’”” Says Woman's Lawyer.

The trial of Mabel Parker, the pretty
young woman who was charged with forg-
ery and uttering forged checks, resulted
in a disagreement of the jury yesterday.
Report. from the jury room said that the
jury stood seven to five for conviction.

There are several other indictments
against the young woman. It was said at
the District Attorney's office yesterday
that she will be tried again as soon as pos-
sible on the indictment which has resulted
in the present mistrial,

Assistant District Attorney Train made
what his opponent, Mr. Ie Barbier, called
“a stupendous bluff” in summing up the
case for the people. The jury, notwith-
standing Mr. Le Barbier, got noticeably
interested, and Mabel herself was in a
highly flushed and agitated state before
the incident closed.

Mr. Train, in commenting on the evi-
dence of James Parker, Mabel's morphine-
using husband, said that simply because
Parker proved himself a passable forger
of the name “Alice Kauser” on the stand
he was not necessarily the one who com-
mitted the crime for which his wife was
on trial. Said Mr. Train:

“James Parker has had five months in
which to prepare to present his imitation
of Alice Kauser's signature. He had nothing
to lose by confessing the forgery. He has
already pleaded guilty to uttering forged
checks and a term of imprisonment stares
him in the face. By confessing, he may
let his wife out, Considering the five
months in which he has had time to prac-
tise that signature, I do not feel that his
work is remarkably close to the original.

“As I left my home this morning it oc-
curred to me that I might easily learn that
signature. I practised it on the elevated
train coming down town and five minutes
after I reached iy office, I am prepared
to sit dewn here and in your presence and
from mermory alone, make a better forgery
of Alice Kauser's name than did Jim
Parker.”

Mr. Train sat down, pulled back his right
sleeve, grasped a pen and began to write,
Mr. Le rbier’'s huge bulk rose into the
air with wonderful alacrity. He objected,
he said, to the introduction of exhibits into
the case which were not in the evidence.
Mabel Parker, leaning forward in her chair,
gruspe(l at her counsel's coat tails, whisper-
ing, “Don't let him do it! For God's sake,
don't let him do it!"”

When Mr. Le Barbier had finished his
objection, Mr. Train turned on him and
with sarcastic intonation asked:

“Are you afraid?”

“Afraid!" snorted Mr. Le Barbier. “It's
just a bluff.”

“If it's a bluff,” said Mr, Train, “withdraw
your objection and let me write this sig-
nature!”

Mr. Le Barbier did not withdraw the ob-
jection, The Court sustained it. Mr. Train
weemed to think that hehad made his point,
however, for he closed 8oon afterward,
devoting a few minutes to Mr, Le Barbier's
characterization of Mabel as “a little
wounded dove” who, as Mr. Train said,
“had been fluttering around the Tenderloin
for some five years or more."

SAYS l'l)l,l:rll'l,-!.\' GOT $100,

But Did Not Obtain a Place for an Asplrant
for a Clerkship.

Eugene Ameli, who for many vears has
been active in Republican politics in the
Greenpoint section of Brooklyn, was ar-
raiguned yesterday in the Ewen street po-
lice court, Williamsburg, before Magistrate
O'Reilly on a charge of grand larceny by
accepting, it is alleged, $100 from John
Cooney of 165 Monitor street on a promise to
ohtain for Cooney a clerkship in the post
office.

Ameli was formerly the Republican leader
of the Fourteenth Assembly district. His
downfall as leader came two years ago when
he was defeated at the polls for City Mag-
istrate by William Brennan, who was later
unseated by a decision of the Court of Ap-
peals.

Magistrate O'Reilly released Ameli in
$500 bail. The matter will be presented to
the Grand Jury.

COTTAGES

FOR THE AGED.

Colony at staten Island.

Commissioner of Charities Folks has
awarded the contracts for the erection of
the first throe cottages of the new colony
for the aged and infirm on Staten Island,
The colony will occupy forty acres of land
adjoining the New York City Farm Colony,
formerly the Richmond ~County Poor
Farm. _

The new colony will receive able-hodied
inmates, while the infirm and helpless will
be left at Blackwell's Islaud and Flatbush,
Around each cottage will be a plot of ground
on which the inmates can work,

Two of the cottages to be built at once
are for women and will dccommodate
thirty, while the third is for aged couples
and will have room for twenty.

THREE DIE OF PNEUMONIA.
Northrup's Widow and Her Sister Explire

Three Weeks After His Death.

Utica, Dec. 16, -Three weeks ago Milton
M. Northrup, one of the wealthiest citizens
of this city, died after a few days' illness
with pneumonia. To-day Mr. Northrup's
widow died at her home here after a three
days illness, while in an_adjoining room
her sister, Mrs. Harvey O. Barker of Horse-
heads, N. Y., passed away an hour later,
Both Mrs. Northrup and Mrs. Barker, like
Mr. Northrup, were viotims of pneumonia

Mrs. Barker came to Utica at the time
of Mr. Northrup's death and remained to
visit her sister. With Mrs. Northrup she
was taken ill on Sunday, and though the
two sisters were dying in adjoining rooms
neither knew of the critical condition of
the other.

WON'T STAND FOR A BOYCOTT.

JERSEY CITY'S POLICE CHIEF
WARNS UNION HATTERS,

Says He'll Have OfMcers on Hand te Pro=-
tect Men Who Want to Work for the
Mark Davis Company—What the Chan=
cery Court Sald in a Similar Case.

Abraham Davis and Louis Ruskin, who
were arrested on Tuesday while doing
picket duty in front of Mark Davis's Sons
& Co.'s new hat and cap factory in Ninth
street, Jersey City, were arraigned as dis-
orderly persons in the First Criminal Court
in that city yesterday. The firm had ap-
pealad for protection against the activity
of members of the United Cloth Hat and
Cap Makers' Union,

When the factory was opened represen=
tatives of the union called on a member
of the firm and wanted him to sign a $10,000
bond agreement to conduot & union shop.
The company had had strike troubles in
its Manhattan shop, so it refused to
sign the bond. The following day the
shap was placed under the union's ban,

Capt.John F. Kelly of the Second precinet
told the court that the pickets wereloitering
in front of the place. He advised them to
move on and warned them not to interfere
in any way with the men who were at work.
The pickets consulted a walking delegate
who was standing near by and then took
up their former positions in front of the
factory. Their arrest followed.

Samuel Davis, one of the firm, testified
that the prisoners openly made memoranda
of the names of the employees as they left,
the factory. He declared this to be in-
timidation.

Police Justice Hoos decided that the pris-
oners hadn't annoyed anybody, as they
hadn't stopped or accosted the finn's em=
ployees on the public street, He could find
nothing in the testimony to show intimi-
dation and dismissed the complaint.

As the pickets were about to leave the
pen Chief of Police Murphy entered the
courtroom and addressed them as follows:

“I don't know how much of a case has
been made against you men, but I want to
tell you a few things before you go. You
are in a town now where the people believe
that any man who wants to engage in
honest employment shall be properly proe
tectedd. We keep that kind of protection
on tap all the time,

“No matter what you think of Jersey
justice, take my advice. So long as this
Iman comes to this city and gives employe
ment to several hundred men he'll get
rotection, If you try to annoy him or
interfere with his business there'll be a
policeman within call, and if you accost
or interfere with the men who want to
work you'll be arrested and brought down
here again.” . )

Justice Hoos advised the complainant
to apply to the Court of Chancery for an
injunction to restrain the strikers from
interfering with lLis business and his
employees. .

Chief Murphy said last night that he
will have two or more men in full uniform
on guard until the strike has been de-
clared off. )

“1 believe,” he said, “in preventing the
commission of a crime or a breach
of the peace or any disorderly act
and the police on duty at the
hat fact will do so. Therefore, if the
pickets or strikers loiter around, interfere
with or intimidate the men who are at work,
{ they will certainly be arrested.”

{ " There has been a disposition on the part
of the Justices of the police courts to deal
gently with the pickets and strikers who
are brought before them. The Justices
make no secret of the fact that they prefer
to have the Court of Chancery adjust the
difficulties between employers and strikers.

Vice-Chancellor Pitney decided in a case
where members of a union were restrained
from interfering with an employer in the
conduct of his business that:

Firat—All sorts of laborers may lawfully
combine and forin unions for their mutual
benefit and they may use all lawful
means to promote their own interest, being
careful in so doing not to infringe on the
rights of ethers

Second—One lawful means to_that eund is
the refusal to work on terms offered by the
employers, . '

Third—An unlawful means is to hinder
or prevent others from working for an em-
ployer under such terms as they shall see
fit

Fourth—QOne means of such hindering and
preventing 1s in various ways to render it
either difficult or uncomfortable for such
willing workmen so to work. This is un
unlawful means

Fifth--Another unlawful means incommon
nse to hinder or prevent willing emplovees
from working unJ to compel employers to
aceede to terms which they would not other-
wise adopt is the boycott in its various
forins.

FIST INITIATION.

How the Plasterers' Laborer's Unlon Has
Persuaded Itallan Rivals to Come In.
Committees of the Employing Plasterers’

Agsociation and the old Plasterers' Laborers'
Union composed chiefly of Irishmen, were
appointed several weeks ago to settle
a feud between that union and the Italian
laborers’ organization by amalgamating
the two unions, Members of both were
employed indiscriminately at $3.26 a day,
the union plasterers having been made to
agree to work with members of either
| organization.

Since the harmonizing committees were

i appointed the members of the old union

have practically settled the question of

amalgamation in the manner made famous
iin the case of the iron workers by Sam

Parks now of Sing Sing. The Italians

have been thrashod by the Irishmen until

all but a small faction have joined the old
union. " )

The method has been simplicity itse!f.
The rival unionists have been working
together on the same buildings. For an
Italian to refuse to join the old union meant
fight when work was over. The next
day the Italians, by the strenuous process
adopted overnight, would be found to have
been surely interested in the old union.

James Thompson, president of the FEm-
ploving Plasterer's Association told a SuN
reporter last evening that his committee
favored recommending H_m_l the remnant of
the Italian Laborers' Union join the old
union. )

“We don't care which we employ,” he
gaid; “but one thing the old laborers have
learned and that is that they are confronted
with a stronger organization ‘thnn their
own—that is, by the Building Trades Em-
ployers’  Association.  Formerly — the
laborers quit work at 5 o'clock, and if a
load of mortar came they let it remain out
all night. Now they have to take it in
hefore they go. It was time to call a halt
on the union. If they work on the Satur-
day half holiday now they have to dg it on
straight time, not double time, as in the
old days.”

POLICE AND EMPLOYERS ARE AT
WORK INDEPENDENTLY.

Employers Seem to Hope That Some One [

Will Squeal-—-No  Further Outbreak
Feared—Iron League Has Done Noth-
ing With the €. F. U.'s Appeal for Peace.

So far the police have not made much
headway in finding out the persons respon-
sible for the dynamite explosiona in the
Broadway Tabernacle building, at Fifty-
gixth street and Broadway, and the new
Acker, Merrall & Condit building, in West
Forty-third street, on Sunday morning.

Capt. Handy of the West Forty-seventh
atreet station, who has had all his available
men working on the case since last Sunday,
gaid that he wouldn’t made any predictions.
“I'm not going to make any promises,” he
said, “and not fulfil them. The case is a
dificult one, but we are making some head-
way."”

[t was learned vesterday that the em-
ployers are making an investigation on
their own hook. Their hofn- geems to be
to get some one to “squeal.” Private de-

ones posted at the buildings, and they ara
doing nothing else but trying to get some
trace of the men responsible for the ex-

Just at this time, when go many struct-
ural iron workers are trying to get into
the new New York Housesmiths' Union,
the private detectives seem to feel that if
a disgruntled workman is responsible for
the explosions somebody will tell.

The Employers' Association as a body
is not nmf\'ing any investigation, but the
Iron League is supporting the work of the
individual employers by offering rewards.

C. E. Cheney, secretary of the Iron
League, said vesterday that he didn't ex-
pect that an attempt would be made to
make any trouble just at present. He
thinks that with the lighting up of the
buildings at night and the extra precautions
taken in the daytime no one would be
foolish enough to try any dynamiting.

Mr. Cheney said that no action had been
taken on the cornmunication from a com-
mittee of the Central Federated Union
asking for a conference with the employers
toward the recognition of Sam Parks's
old union.

“The new union,” said Mr. Cheney, “has
two men for every job, except in certain
branches. Within the last week there have
been 700 applications from members of the
old union for admittance to the new one.
The new union only meets once a week,
and the applicants have to go befora the
examining committee, so it takes some
time."

There was a fire vesterday morning on
the third floor of the new Times building,
at Fortveeoond street and Broadway.
The straw packing in a lot of terra cotta
blazed up, and before the fire was put out
it had done about $2,000 damage.

DRUCKER WAS NOT KILLED.

Mr. Garvan Could Find Nothing to Suppert
Murphy's Story.

District  Attorney Jerome announced
vesterday that hLis office had dropped the
investigation of the death in Bellevue Hos-
pital of August Drucker. He gave out
this report, made to him by Assistant Dis-
triet Attorney Garvan, who had charge of
the investigation:

1t was cluimed by one Murphy, now in the
Tombs awaiting trial upon a churge of petit

{larceny, that he witnessed violence to Mr.

Drucker, the night of his death, by nurses
in Hellevue Hospital,

Murphy 8 an alcoholic and has a long
criminal record, and I have been unuble to
find any corroboration whatever of his state-
ment.  Mr. Drucker was picked up by the
police on  lorty-second street. e wus
searched in the police station at the Grand
Central, and no property was found on him
with the exception of i gold chain and 63
cents in money; he wing examined by the
shysician at the station house and sent to
jellevue Hospital as insane, he was there
examined by the physician in charge, who
pronounced him to be suffering from acute
aleoholism and placed in the alcoholic ward.

All my investigations in the case show that
Drucker received the best of treatment from
the time that he was picked up on the street
until the time of his death. 1 have been
unable to discover any evidence outside of
Murphy of any violence offered to Mr. Drucker;
and, further, T have been unable to discover
any evidence that the dingnosis of the phivsi-
ciang or the treatment by the physicians in
RBellevue Hospital was erroneous or careless,
The physicians’ dingnosis of the disease was
meningitis canscd by aleoholism, and no
facts are now revealed which tend to show
that was not the real canse of defth

Mr. Drucker's body has been interred and
T find no suspicious circumstances justifving
the connty in expending money to exhume
the body. . .

It was said last night that Coroner

THE GUEST OF UNCLE SAM.

He's a Small Negro Who Got Caught Last
Year, Then Salled Away and Has Turned
Up Twice Since— Etna’s Skipper May
Have Another Big Board Bl to Pay.

An ebon West Indian boy, all a-shiver
in summer clothes, went into the Barge
Office yesterday, and, after thawing the
chatter out of his teeth and revealing a smile
of large beam, said he would like to get back
to the iceless land of perpetual revolu-
tions, meaning Santo Domingo.

Chief Dobler of the boarding division at
Ellis Island, recognized the boy as a stow-
away who had spent most of last winter
at the island. The boy grinned acknowl-
edgment when Chief Dobler recalled the
incident. He spoke English in a dialect
made up in parts of Santo Domingo French
and Afro-American English, but quite in-
telligible to an American.

He is James Vallat, aged 18, of Macoris.
He stowed away aboard the little American
schooner Xtna at Macoris last year. The
skipper discovered him and put him to
work. He sneaked off the schooner when
she docked, found the climate too raw
and turned up at Ellis Island. Meanwhile
the Xtna had sailed. She is a sort of
a tramp fore-and-after, and she didn't
get back to this port until three months
later.

The skipper found a large board bill
from Uncle Sam waiting him, also an order
for the immediate transportation of James
to Macoris. The skipper paid the bill
and took James uhnnn]. The Xtna wasn't
bound for Macoris. The skipper appar-
ently decided to get back a part of the
three months board bill, and engaged James
as ship's boy at $10 a month.

lLast July, James says, he found himself
in New York again, with the skipper owing
him §25. He asked for money to ‘my shoes
and the skipper laughed heartily and re-
marked that a SBanto Domingo nigger had
no right to wear shoes. James !flereupon
said mutinous things, and the skipper,
who wore large and heavy shoes, planted
one of them under James's taffrail, and
James again discovered New York.

It was warm, and as he really didn't
need shoes, he set out barefoot to hunt a
job. He got one and then others that lasted
him until the other day. He hadn't enough
money to buy warm clothes, and, as %e
had heard “there was going to be more fight=-
ing down in Santo Domingo,” he thought
he would ask to be sent back so he could
be a soldier. He didn't care much on which
gide he fought so long as he had some
fighting to do.
